Saracen, Norman, Span­ 
ish and early French civilization«, 
the American deputy commander 
under Llout. Gen. George S, Pat­ 
ton Jr. accepted the surrender. 
Italian officers, bags packed, had 
been waiting all day to hand over 
the town of from 400,000 to 500,- 
000 population. The Germans were 
out last night. 
The harbor area has been dam­ 
aged heavily by the Allied bomlb- 
ings. The city 
Itself bears 
the 
scars of bombs but the damage Is 
not as extensive as that visited 
upon a number of other Sicilian 
towns.

Germany’s Breaking Point 
^ 'IIADUALLY, German civilians must eomprahend 
tha fact of their nation’s receding fronts on 
all aides. The break ing point of their morale is 
meaKurably closer, though no one Inside or outside 
Germany can say definitely how much distance 
still remains. 
The whole subject of morale is vague and trick y , 
with few absolutes snd many relatives. One of the 
absolutes is the inevitable consequence of wide­ 
spread certainty of inability to win, and it is that 
certainty which German propaganda now mu« t deal 
with. The Germans may not be convinced of their 
defeat, hut every Jot of evidence now confirms 
their suspicion at the beginning of the war that 
the Nazis regime over-reached Itself in its program 
of conquest. 
The Russian counter-attack is gaining momentum. 
The Italians have not been strong allies. The Jap­ 
anese, untried at the outset of the war, have not 
proved able to hold the lines they establlihed when 
they held the initiative and the advantage of sur­ 
prise. The German air force has not been able to 
hold the mastery of the air. The German submarine 
force has not maintained an unbreak able block ade. 
The conquered peoples of Europe have not accept 
ed the terms of their defeat. G reat Britain and the 
United States have not turned out to be "decadent 
democracies", unable to rally their populations. The 
German army has lost its dy namic drive. Europe 
is neither united nor a fortress. 
All these things the German people gradually 
must be comprehending through the veil of propa­ 
ganda and secrecy that has been draped over them 
by a government whose word they never fully ac­ 
cepted. The forces of disintegration are at work 
inside Germany , Just as they are more clearly at 
work inside Italy .

'T'H E United Mine W ork ers of America, which re

cently charged government offlclala and coal 
operators with a plot to return mines to their owners 
on a "piecemeal hasis”, now is openly hopeful of 
using the same basis to break the national stabiliza­ 
tion policy .

This Is the pay -off on Mus- 
sollnl-lsm, in Italy where It was tried first, in 
Germany where a paranoiac named Hitler applied 
it. and in every country where it has been or may 
be tried.

Book Publishers And Movie Moguls 


Pull The String On War Adventure 


Stories And Thus Ends An Era 


By DAMON RUNYON 


'T 'H E representative of 
a big eastern book publish­ 
ing house who has ju-st made a selling tour of 
the nation tells me that his firm ’s fall list does not 
carry one war book , fact or fiction, and that dealera 
every where virtually em brace him when he passes 
out the Information. 
This Is lik ely to be gratify ing to new^spaper own­ 
ers. They may accept It as an augury that other book 
publishers will adopt the same policy and thus 
release a vast amount of white paper that has been 
hoarded up by authors who are writing or contem- 
plate writing war work s and that might be converted 
into newsprint. Between the hoarding authors and 
governm ent leaflet throwers, the newspaper fellows 
are really in a altch of a fix for paper. 
But I fear my announcement will act as a dt» - 
preasant on the authors themselves. Besides the 
paper, they also undoubtedly have accumulated a 
large number of worde for which they will have no 
immediate use. I am not so sure the newspaper own­ 
ers would get any considerable paper relief from a 
book shutdown because the authors might require 
much of the pulp as fuel to warm their attics when 
the winter winds blow. 


I 
LIKE to think of authors In attics. I confess 1 
never saw an author In an attic and in fact I 
never saw- an attic, but It sounds romantic. The poor 
devil, shivering there at a battered k itchen table, his 
numbed fingers pushing his pencil by the dim light 
of a flick ering candle, a few crusts of bread his only 
sustenance, y et with fame and fortune lurk ing around 
the corner for him when he finished his war book , 
“I Suffered at the Savoy .” 
It certainly sounds more romantic than the picture 
of Louis Bromfleld, for Instance, in his great man­ 
sion, mid hig mellowing Ohio acres, lolling at hit 
huge mahogahy desk , dictating to a beautiful blonde 
at $8 a word. T hat is, $g a word to Louis, not the 
blonde. If I have understated the situation and the 
price, I beg Mr. Bromfield’s pardon. Perhaps the 
desk is not mahogany , but teak . 
Speak ing of war book s, I heard of a sad thing that 
happened to 
a dealer on the weat coast not long 
ago. The floor of his store collapsed under the weight 
of his stock of literature of that ty pe and he was 
precipitated into the basem ent under such a vast 
amount of print that when the rescue « quad found 
him he was so flattened out that they just put him 
In the newest volume 
o t personal adventures of 
somebody as a book plate. 
Movie exhibitors, according to the trade Journals 
and other sources, claim their cash customers also 
are surfeited with war pictures, which must be 
gloomy tidings for the producing companies with 
big back logs of such cinema material. The report 
scarcely jibes with the prodigious business being 
done by movie houses every w-here, hut the exhibitors 
say the customers want musicals and comedies and 
other pictures that are away from the war. 


I 
T Is not that the people have lost interest In th« 
w-ar. It is just that book readers and movie-goert 
probably have had too much of the same diet. Prob­ 
ably , too, the increasing number of persons who 
have received those dreadful notices fiom the war 
departm ent accounts for the growing apathy toward 
war literature and war movie fare. They do not w-ant 
to he reminded constantly of their sorrow. You fre­ 
quently hear reports of sobbing women fleeing from 
theaters showing realistic war pictures. The great­ 
est war pictures of the last w ar were made long 
after hostilities ceased. The greatest war book s have 
been w ritten after our wars. In two Instances, the 
authors of great book s on the Civil war were not 
bom until y ears after Appomatox. 
One was “The Red Badge of Courage” by Stephen 
Crane, who Incidentally wrote another story , “The 
Open Boat", after he had seen war, that might have 
been w ritten today so closely does it parallel the 
ntimeroua cases of men adrift in boats and on rafts 
in this war. 
The other Instance was M argaret Mitchell's "Gone 
With The Wind.” from which came the highest 
grossing picture in the history of the movie indus­ 
try , and some think Its greate.st picture. 
Let the authors be ot good cheer. .All they have to 
do is live long enough and war book s will return to 
favor, but In the meantime they might lend or 
lease that paper to the newspapers.

6”. 
"I assure you we would lik e v ery 
much to see a state forest estab­ 
lished In eastern Ohio,” the state 
forester 
wrote 
the 
local 
group 
sponsoring the project, "because 
we feel that in certain sections, 
the land there is better adapted to 
the production of timber than for 
any other purpose." 
With this as a "starter”, county 
and city officials and leaders now 
plan extensiv e surv eys to deter­ 
mine exactly what marginal lands 
will be suitable for the reforesta­ 
tion offer from the state. 
According to Patrick J. O’Far- 
rell, C. of C. secretary, the land 
most needing trees is the non-farm 
land south of Lisbon, and It Is 
probably from there that the proj­ 
ect will begin, work ing thereafter 
toward the southern end of the 
county. 
"The reforestation program is to 
be carried out on whatev er mar­ 
ginal land needs It. 
“There will be no attempt to 
conv ert the newly-forested areas 
Into a state park or into a recrea­ 
tion center," 
These two important facts were 
stressed by Chairman Ogilv le, as 
he 
outlined 
the 
still-embryonic 
plan. 
The state plans, at present, to 
purchase the land wherev er the 
trees are required, but there will 
be no effort made to buy land 
which, for example, does not need 
reforestation but lies between two 
plots whlclj are being planted or 
wHich the owners refuse to sell, 
according to officials here. 
"The forest areas will not be 
Joined In any way and probably 
will dot the county 
at v arious 
angles,” Mr. Ogilv le explained. 
Officials here pointed out that 
in many areas where the project 
was started mainly as a tree-plant­ 
ing program. It ev entually led to 
the formation of a state recreation 
park 
cov ering 
whole 
plots 
of 
ground, instead of only marginal 
land. Sometimes the creation of 
such a park has tak en as long as 
60 years, they said. 
"Nothing lik e that Is being con­ 
templated for the county at pres­ 
ent,” according to the state forest 
serv ice, howev er.

The entire financial cost of the 
tree-planting will be borne by the

t TALY is reaping the whirlwind of two decades of

His 
discipline finally narrowed down his government

The greatest w ar hooks have 
been written after our wars. In two Instances, the 
authors of great books on the Civil w ar w ere not 
born until years after Appomatox. 
One was “The Red Badge of Courage” by Stephen 
Crane, who incidentally wrote another story, “The 
Open Boat", after he had seen war, that m ight have 
been written today so closely does It parallel th* 
numerous cases of m en adrift in boats and on rafts 
In this war. 
T he other instance was M argaret Mitchell’s “Gone 
With The Wind,” from which came the highest 
grossing picture In the history of the movie indus­ 
try. tn d some think Its greatest picture. 
Let the authors be of good cheer. All they have to 
do Is live long enough and war books will return to 
favor, but In the m eantim e they might lend or 
lease that paper to the newspapers.

The captain 
continued firing at me, pouring six 
more shots into me as I lay there 
on the ground. I was moaning and 
did not know what to do. but did 
know that I was not hurt In any 
vital spot.” 
Scambulluri said a soldier, ap­ 
parently dissatisfied with his cap­ 
tain’s work, lobbed two hand gren­ 
ades In his direction, the force of 
which spun him around completely. 
He added, however, that he was 
still conscious when he heard the 
captain give orders for his burial 
the following morning.

OPA Aid Says Cold Storage 


Variety Will Go To Army 


By The Asteriated Press. 
WASHINGTON. July 24—There 
will be a critical egg shortage in 
this country by next December, a 
spokesman for the office of price 
administration said Friday, 
“It will be the worst egg short­ 
age In this nation’s history.” he 
said. 
“It will he accompanied by 
a bad black market, 
No plan for 
mid-winter egg rationing is being 
considered. 
I don’t see how we 
could do It, the problem 
Is #so 
huge." 
This is the explanation he gave: 
Right now this country Is passing 
the peak of its egg production. 
Hens do their best laying In spring 
end early summer, producing in 
that time 60 percent of the annual 
egg supply. 
From that early summer peak 
production falls off to a low point 
In mid-winter. 
Normally cold storage eggs help 
tide Americans over the slack win 
ter months. 
This year there will 
be no cold storage eggs for civil 
Ians. 
They will go to the armed 
forces. 
Thirty percent of the total egg 
production 
will 
be 
turned 
Into 
dried eggs— all to be bought by the 
government for the armed forces 
and lend-lease.

ON‘STRIP LAND 


State To Provide Funds For 


Improvement In County

pertinent store executive here, as 
chairman of the state forest com 
m ittee. 
Other members of the C. of C 
group are Lee C. 'Cooper, J. E 
Hedenquist, J. T. Croxall, Robert 
E. Guyton and Thomas H. Fisher 
The 
committee, 
swinging 
into 
action at once, contacted the for­ 
estry 
department 
and 
obtained 
from O. A. Alderman, state forester 
and director-general of the pros 
pective plan, a promise for a meet 
ing here early in September, 
According to a letter received 
by Mr. Ogilvie from the state for­ 
ester, both he and another depart­ 
ment official will m eet with C. of 
C. officials, county civic and busi­ 
ness leaders and “any other parties 
In the county who might be inter­ 
ested” sometime “around Sept. 6” 
“I assure you we would like very 
much to see a state forest estab­ 
lished in eastern Ohio," the state 
forester 
wrote 
the 
local 
group 
sponsoring 
the project, “because 
we feel that in certain sections, 
the land there is better adapted to 
the production of timber than for 
any other purpose.” 
With this as a “starter”, county 
and city Officials and leaders now 
plan extensive surveys to deter 
mine exactly what marginal lands 
will be suitable for the reforest* 
tion offer from the state. 
According to Patrick J. O’Far 
Tell, C. of C. secretary, the land 
m ost needing trees is the non-farm 
land south of Lisbon, and it is 
probably from there that the proj­ 
ect w ill begin, working thereafter 
toward the southern end of the 
county. 
“The reforestation program is to 
be carried out on whatever mar­ 
ginal land needs it. 
“There will be no attempt to 
convert the newly-forested areas 
into a state park or into a recrea­ 
tion tenter.” 
These two important facts were 
stressed by Chairman Ogilvie, as 
he 
outlined 
the 
still-embryonic 
plan. 
The state plans, at present, to 
purchase the land wherever the 
trees are required, but there will 
be no effort made to buy land 
which, for example, does not need 
reforestation but lies between two 
plots whlcli are being planted or 
wlfich the owners refuse to sell, 
according to officials here. 
“The forest areas will not be 
Joined in any way and probably 
will dot the 
county 
at 
various 
angles,” Mr. Ogilvie explained. 
Officials here pointed out that 
in many areas where the project 
was started mainly as a tree-plant 
ing program, it eventually led to 
the formation of a state recreation 
park 
covering 
whole 
plots 
of 
ground, instead of only marginal 
land. Som etim es the creation of 
such a park has taken as long as 
60 years, they said. 
"Nothing like that is being con­ 
templated for the county at pres­ 
ent,” according to the state forest 
service, however. 
“Th# 
productive 
timber 
acres 
which, in time, may have real com­ 
mercial value must not be over­ 
looked,” Mr. O’Farrell said. 
The entire financial cost of the 
tree-planting will be borne by the 
state, since the appropriation comes 
from taxes already collected or in 
the process of collection. 
“The cost now to the average 
citisen will be exactly nothing, yet 
the entire county will benefit from 
the program ,” asserted Mr. Ogil­ 
vie. 
“It Just depends on its unusable 
land. 
• “If we can convince state author­ 
ities that popular in terest is high 
enough, it m ay mean the beginning 
of new era of constructive land use 
instead of unsightly, eroding w aste 
of land,” he added.
